It will be seen from the following facts that 
the University ie not crippled by any recent 
occurrences, and that any charge that funds 
have been in any way diverted frem our 
city schools for its benefit, is incorrect.

Before any name had been fixed upon for 
the inetitution now knowns “ Lind Univer- 
sity,” Mr. Lind had secured by bond, or was 
about so to secure to the Theolagical Depart- 
ment, located im Chicago, the sum of $100,000 
— $40,000 of which were to endow two pro 
feesorships, and $60,000 to be invested and the 
income applied to assist students in their 
course cf study. Owing to the financial em- 
berragaments of the country, the Board of 
Trustees were unable to comply with the con- 
ditions on which this donation to the Theole- 
gical Seminary was to be made available, and 
the bond was forfeited. subsequent date, 
Mr. Lind cherishing the same desire to aid in 
building up a University of high order, the 
obligation was renewed in part by a note for 
$20,000, which the Trustees now hold, to en- 
cow a Professorship in the Theological De- 
partment in Chicago, where’ the Medical De 
partment is already in successful, operation. 
Mr. Lind has acted in good faith with this 
Board, and in 
much to rege the building up of the 
Literary Department at Lake Forest, but the 
Institution bas not received; and does not ex- 
pect to revteive, any funds from Mr. Lind as a 
donation, unless after the present financial 
crisis is over, he should de able-to carry ont 
bis benevolent plans.
